The trials, said Supreme Court J ustice Robert H. J ackson, 
must not be reg arded in the 
same 
lig ht 
as 
trials 
under 
the 
American sy stem, where defense is a matter of constitutional rig ht. 
“ Fair hearing s for the accused are, of course, required to 


make sure we punish only the rig ht men and for the rig ht rea­ 
sons," he said. “ But the procedure of these hearing s may proper­ 
ly bar obstructiv e and dilatory tactics resorted to by dependants 
in our ordinary criminal tria ls.” 
Failure to try those accused, he stated, “ would mock the dead 
and make cy nics of the liv ing .” 
J ustice J ackson, chief of counsel of the United Stales in the 


prosecution of Ax is war criminals, to ld President Trum an in a 
5,000-word repo rt ♦hat he had assurances fro m the War D epart­ 
ment that those likely to be accused as war crim inals "will be 
kept in close confinement and stern co ntro l.” 
J ackson said the preparatio ns fo r the pro secutio n o f m ajo r 
war criminals w ill not impede or delay trials of other offenders 
g uilty of lesser crimes.

Well, the bulk of their 
fighting strength in all categories 
is in European Russia 
We must 
allow time for the shifting of much 
of this strength to far-off Siberia 
• a titanic undertaking 
Tt might 
be several months before Moscow 
felt sufficiently well set—perhaps 
late sum m er or autumn. 
That's the way things stand now. 
hut right here we 
should

cognizance of this fact: a trend is 
like a new -born river: if it e n ­ 
counters a major obstacle it is div­ 
erted from its course.

I H A V E often written »bout the 
importance of proper poyture in 
children. When the poaturc ia good, 
the least «train is put upon the 
muscles and other structures in 
the hack. When posture is im­ 
proper, one of the symptoms which 
may develop in adults is pain in 
the lower part of the back. 
According* to Doctor Emil Hau­ 
ser of Chicago, this low back pain 
is the renult of imbalance between 
i the weight placed upon the struc- 
| tures of the spine, and the ability 
to support this weight. Hence, in 
rel ieving the disorder, this im­ 
balance must he corracted. 
Piaster of Paris Jacket 
Doctor Hauser’a treatment con­ 
sists in the use of a plaster of 
Paris jacket which is put on when 
1 the body is bent slightly forward, 
and the spine is completely ex­ 
tended. This cast will correct the 
bad position of the spine. After the 
patient has worn the east long 
enough to obtain the full benefits 
from it, he is advised to avoid any 
excessive 
strain 
from 
lifting, 
standing or sitting. He also has 
rest periods during the day. 
Important also are corrective 
exercises which are found most 
helpful. I have outlined sugge.s 
tions for such exercises, and will 
be glad to send these susrgcstions 
to all who write in enclosing a 
self-addressed, stamped envelope 
Names will not be used. 
Heat Application 
In some special cases the appli 
cation of heat, such as by means 
of the electrical treatment known 
as diathermy may be found quite 
useful. In 49.4 per cent of the pa­ 
tients cared for by Doctor Hauser, 
complications developed because 
of the imbalance in the spine. The 
most frequent complication was 


arthritis or inflammation of tho 
joints, which occurred in one-fifth 
of the patients. In one-tenth there 
was sciatica. In about 8 out of 
every 1 DO there was scoliosis or an 
S-shaped bending of the spine. 


In the patients studied by him 
about one-third were office work­ 
ers, artists, musicians, students 
and writers who found it neces­ 
sary to bend over a desk during 
their work. About one-seventh of 
the patients were sales persons, 
doctors and nurses. Only about 2 
out of every 100 were mechanics, 
janitors or carpenters. On the 
other hand, 4 out of every 10 were 
women doing housework, scrub­ 
bing and washing. Those who 
found it necessary to stand during 
their work made up about one-half 
of the patients. Most of the pa­ 
tients were between 25 and 45 
year» of age. 


When low hack pain develops, it 
N usually necessary to give a com­ 
plete examination to determine its 
cause. If it is found that it is due 
to imbalance of the spine the treat­ 
ment outlined by Doctor Hauser 
will he found worthwhile. 


Q U ESTIO N S AND A N SW ER S 


F. S.:— W ill you please tell me 
something about cancer and its 
symptoms? 


Answ er: — Cancer produces 
many symptoms, the exact ones 
present depending on the location 
of the cancer. Certain cancers may 
cause pain early in their course. 
Others do not produce pain until 
later. A swelling is produced by 
the cancer but, of course, such a 
swelling cannot he detected unless 
the cancer is on the outside of the 
body, such as on the skin or brea»L 
If cancer is suspected, a physician 
should be consulted without delay.
